HUNDREDS IN THE SUNKEN SHIP 



Effort May Be Made to Blow Up the 
Hull to Release the Bodies Coffined 
by the Lusitania, Which Lies Forty 
Fathoms Below the Surface— One 

Torpedo Reported to Have Wrought 
Destruction of the Big Liner — Thril- 
ling Stories Told by Survivors. 

London, May 10. — The death list of 
the Tffl>itwn*f , obtained from ofQcial 
aouroes. now stands at 1,153, of whom 
115 wtire Americans. 

Out of the total of 1.917 passengers 
and crew aboard, 764 persons, men, 
women and children, passengers and 
crew, are known to have survived, 
and there are $4 Americans among 
them. They have reported tbem- 
selves, or have t>een reported, ud 
there is Jost a bare chance that any 
more will be found alive. 

Of the 7«4 snrrivors 4<2 were pas 
aengers and 302 crew. Forty-seven of 
thiB number are In the hospitals at 
Qneenstown aeripnsly ill, of whom 30 
are passengers and 17 are crew. Some 
of them" win die. There are' 144 
liodiea In the nwrgues at Qneenstown 
and of this nnmber 87 bodies have 
l>e«i Identifled, 6S from the passenger 
list and 22 from the crew.

"The crew and some of the passen- 
gers were now busy with the boats, 
though . these proved of little use.

I 
saw only one man clamber into a 
boat before it wae lowered. He re- 
fused to get out and a sailor struck" 
him twice in the back wllii an ax. 
The Marconi oijerators were working 
the emergency outfit, the main instal- 
lation having been put ont of gear in- 
stantaneously after the torpedo ex- 
ploded." 

Mr. Bernard said that when the Lu- 
sitania listed heavily he slipped Into 
the sea and managed to reach a boat. 
He concluded: "When the LusKanla 
went down she caused scarcely any 
vortex, but the water Iwiled up In 
great masses in the sea around her, 
exactly like the Niagara rapids. When 
the sea became smooth again we 
could s^e hundreds of heads and arms 
of struggling victims on barrels, deck 
chairs and all the flotsam and jetsam 
that had remained of the Ijusi^tnla 
above tbe water." ~ .

SURVIVOR SAW TORPEDO 

No Panic Allowed the TerpMioing of 
the Luslta'nia. 

London, May 10. — ^Among the first 
■anrlTors to arrive in London was OU- 
yer P. Bernard. He bad been in Amer- 
ica for Btr months in connection with 
a scheme for co-operative opera. His 
wife is the well known English singer, 
Muriel Terry Bernard. 

Mr. Bernard said he finished Inncb- 
eon on the Lusitania at a quarter 
after 2 Friday afternoon and went 
straight to the veranda cafe, where 
he leaned npon the starboard rail, 
looking forward. In a moment, he saw 
aometliing above the smooth surface 
at the sea. at a distance of from ISO 
to 200 yards from the ship. At first 
he thoac^t It was a fish's taU, bbt 'm 
notleed the water seething a little 
around It, and the idea struck bim 
tbat It might be a periscope. It w&4 
then forward of the Lnattonia's bows. 

The realisation of what it actually 
was had liardly erystallsed In bis 
mind when he saw the torpedo start.

"It seemed to be Just trickling 
atong," said Mr. Bernard.

OIL ORDINANCE. 



DESTRUCTION OF 

THE LUSTTANIA. 



The City Council at its last meeting, 
unanimously adopted a just and equi- 
table ordinance requiring oil to be 
spread on the streets under the supervi- 
sion of tlir in lyiir, aiul ;it the cost of 
the abutting property owners in pro- 
portion to the aaaeased value of the 
property. This is an excellent plan 
and no better one could have been se- 
lected. It secures at once without, 
quibbling, without misunderstanding 
and at a cost to be borne by every one 
IjcnefUcd thereby, the auppression of 
the dust nuisance. Of course the Coun- 
cil cannot please everybody, and it is 
natural to suppose there will be some 
kicking at the ordinance; but when its 
operation is thorouKlily understood and 
the city is rid of this t at nuisance, 
we believe that the nppcjsii ion will be 
reduced to a negligible quantity. That 
it passed the eouncll nnaaimously and 
enthusa.stically, is one Strong argument 
in favor of the ordinance. These gen- 
tlemen have had the matter under con- 
sideration for several years, and have 
tried to adopt plans by which the peo- 
ple may voluntarily have the oil put on, 
but they found in every instance where 
this method was tried, that it gave rise 
to misunderstanding, to bickering and 
censure. They also found that many 
who would nci contribute a cent for the 
purchase of the oil, became its chief 
beneficiaries. To avoid all questions 
of this kind, the ordinance in question 
was adopted. It bears equally and 
uniformly on everyoiie. 

The Council deserves the congratu- 
lations of the people that it has adopt- 
ed such a system. 

A public servant occupies a place in 
which he can be unreasonably and un- 
justly censured, it matters not what 
tus^'rate may be. But people should 
think and not be so quick to censure 
those who are clothed with the admini- 
stratiuii cif t),t; ciiy affairs. An ounce 
of help in the discharge of thsir duties 
is worth a pound of censure. 



The human mind can scarcely com- 
prehend that in an age of chrisianity, a 
nation can become so crazy as to com- 
mit deeds so outrageous in character as 
that of the wanton destruction of the 
property and lives of non-combatants 
on the high seas at a time and place 
where they eoald not under ia&y- cir- 
cumstances be inimical to the interests 
of the destroyer. Yet, a loll of 4500 
human lives, is the penalty exacted by 
Germany for the Luaitania in a civil 
way and manner, sailing on the high 
seas of which God alone is the master. 
America is stirred as never before. It 
has been stricken by a cowardly hand 
in a cowardly manner and the lives of 
its citisens have been snuffed out like a 
candle. The heart throb is universal 
sympathy for the victims, universal dis- 
dain for the murders. 

In our hour of distress, we are mind- 
ful that the' destiny of this nation is 
guided by Wilson and Bryan, two 
apostles of peace, in whom the people 
have unbounded confidence. Their's 
are not not minds trained to murder. 
They think and act in peace and in 
this hour of the Xation's peril, we know 
that they will continue to guide and 
direct us in peaceful ways. The people 
must withhold their wrath and follow 
the directions of these men of God. 



VOTE 'ER OUT ALL-OVER. 

The indications are becoming strong- 
er every day that politics are being al- 
most eliminated from the race for Gov 
ernor. The masses claim that it is not 
right to vote saloons from one place 
and permit another to sell whisky And 
that the only way to adj ust this mat 
ter is to vote entirely out of Kentucky 
by the state-wide movement.

Council Meeting 

The Gity Council met in regular sea 
sion at the counoif: chambers Thursday 
night. The Honorable Mayor and full 
board of council. A large number of 
representative citizens had collecied lo 
give voice to their opinion on some 
question which would be considered by' 
the council.

The representatives of ilie AssociiUed 
Charities appeared and rnaiio a report 
of their recoips aud expendiliires, 
which report as lierotoforj lias been 
published in these cjKimns. They 
asked for an additional - allowance of 
$5X1 which was taken under cmsi dera- 
tion by the Council. 

A eommunication which it is claimed 
was issued by the Woman's Club was 
read to the Council in which ii 
recommended various matters lookiu'.' 
to the cleanlinesss of the city. How- 
ever, the Council was under the b--lief 
that the oil ordinance provided fur 
all of this and the enforceaient would 
render unnecessary the consideration of 
the matter suggested by the good 
women. 

The question of the brick streels was 
postponed on account of the absence o( 
some of the interested parties, and wHf 
be considered at a-special meeting Mon- 
day nighu 

-The routine business was then taken 
up and a number of small claims certi- 
fied for payment. 

A stringent ordinance against the giv- 
ing of immoral shows or pictures, was 
passed with a penalty of $25.00 for iu 
violation. 

A number of property owners were 
ordered to construct cement pavemeo 
within thirty days. 

The meeting was entirely harmonious 
and was characterized by the desire of 
the City Council to do ihe best thai it 
oould for the city of Kichmond within 
the limiu of its financial ability.

Section 1, That the Mayor buy a suf- 
ficient quantity of good heavy oil lo oil 
the main thoroughfare^ of the city and 
such other streets in bis judgmeui 
should be oiled and staA other streeis ai> 
the citizens or a majority thereof living 
thereon may desire Oiled and to keep the 
«ame oiled as long as it may be necessary 
o rid the streets of dust. 

Section 2. Tne Mayor shall cause this 
oil to be spread on the said streets uni- 
formly and evenly from gutter to (;u< 
ter aod as much placed thereon as may 
-be necessary to lay and keep the dusi 
and debris settled, aud he shall cause 
itris to be done as, often as ii may be 
neceaaary to aeoompllsh this purpose. 

Section 3. Tbe costs of this oil and 
the costs of rpreadiufc; it including teaais 
aod hands shall, be apportioned to pro 
periy owners in proportion to the asitesk- 
ed value of their property and the costs 
of the oil and charges for spreading ihe 
same on the said street on which the 
property is situated. No properly shall 
be assessed for any oil used on a street 
other than that upon which the proper- 
ly abuts. Corner property shall be as- 
sessed on each street on whioti it abuts 
on which oil is spread. 

Section 4,. The apportionment of the 
cost of this oil aad spreading it shall be 
made by the Mayor, oKy collector and 
city clerk. The apportionments shall 
be collected as other taxes by the city 
collector and covered into the treasury 
and shall bo used by the Mayor io pay- 
ing for said oil and work. Tlie utty shal!

;)roppriy. Ou failure of any person to 
pay the costs assessed against his pro- 
perty in six months he may be proceed 
ed against by warrant and fined in any 
sum not exceeding Fifty Dollars. 

Section 5. Ail persons occupying pro- 
perly io this city, whether owner or ten 
ant, staali keep the sidewalk thereon 
clean and in a sanitary condition and 
shall keep them swept aod free from 
debris and shall keep the gutters tliero- 
on clean and in a sauiiary condit ion, and 
any owner or tenaiil who shall fail lo do 
so shall be lined noi exceeding Ten Dul 
lors for each and every day he shall so 
fail to do any of thi- things requind 
herein.

Init he 
refused to lay liaiiils upon lilni or to 
listen to the sii^K'^^t i'"' >'f Alii.-lial tlmt 
David would permit liiiii to smite Siml. 
for he suld. "As the I .ir.t liveth, the 
Lord sliiill smite him. ( r liis d:iy shall 
eome to die, or lie shall descend Into 
battle and perish'' (verses ;>. 10). Thus 
I>uvld left the matter wholly in the 
bands of the Lord, illustrating his own 
words. •'Commit thy way unto the 
LiOrd; trust also in Him. and lie shall 
bring It to puss" (Ts. xxxvll, Oi. I Sam. 
xxsl tells bow bis end cauic. 

On tbls oecnslon Davlil took the spear 
and the cruse of water from Saul's 
bolster tliat lie mi;,'ht show him bow 
be bad bim in his power, but did not 
barm bim. David was able to do this 
vltbout any one linowing It because a 
deep Bleep frmn the Lord was fallen 
upon SatU and his men (verses 11, 12). 
Compare Qen. U. 21; xt, 12. and consid- 
er Pater's release from prison, though 
be was bound witb chains between 
two soldiers, and there was a guard at 
the door of the prison (Acts sil. G-10, 
18. 10). Truly the God of Israel Is the 
God that doest wonders (I*s. Ixxtl. IS: 
IxxvU. 14). Pavid, witli his trophies, 
stood on the top of n liill afar off and 
cried to Abner tliat, tlioush lie was a 
valiant man. be was wortliy to die lie- 
cause he had failed to t;ilie care of tiic 
king, and he tol<l liini to loot; for the 
king's spear and cruse of water tliat 
bad been by his bolster t verses 13- UI). 

Saul knew David's voice and pro- 
fessed to be very grateful to him for 
BiMirIng his life, asking him to return 
to bim, and saying that be woul.l no 
more seek to do lilm barm, but Pavid 
knew his enemy too well, and after 
telling 1dm to send for bis spear, they 
again parted, each going bis own way 
(Terses 17-2r». This was not the lirst 
time that David had Saul In bis pow- 
er, but refused to harm lilm. See in 
chapter xxir how he cut off the skirt 
of SauPs robe ami liow Saul then pro- 
fessed peultenco and good will and 
spoke of David's bvUie king some day. 
Thus Saul sought him every day, but 
Uod deliven>d him not into bis baud 
UXill, 14). In tlie end of chapter xxill 
there is the ri>eord of nn incident that 
ktolted iike a ' lose call for David, but 
Saul was sudtlonly calltHi off and David 
escaped. All lhn)ugh the story we can 
bear David nnylng: "The Lord Is the 
strength of my life. Of whom shall I 
beafrakl?" ilN. xxvll. I-.t.) 

The cave uf Adullam story in chap- 
ter xxli is full uf Interc8t, beginning 
with his seeking n place of siifety for 
bis father ami bla mother till be could 
know what <iod would do for him and 
ending with liis words of comfort to 
Ablattaar: "Abide thou with me. Fear 
not, for he that sceketb my life seeketb 
tbj life, but with me thou sbalt be In 
safeguard." Chapter xxv tells of the 
death and burial of Samuel and then 
tbe story of drunken Nnbal and bis 
beautiful wife Abigail— beautiful in 
wise counsel to David and In ber con- 
duct toward htm. Some of ber meiu- 
orable words are ever with me: "Bound 
In the bundle of life with the Lord thy 
God" (zxT, 28), a bundle which cannot 
be broken, for those to whom He gives 
eternal life can never perish (John x. 
28). Chapters xxvll, xxix. xxx. tell the 
■torjr of Ztklag, whteb Acblsb gave to 
DavM. but to which David returned on 
one occasion to Bod the town In ruins 
and the wires, sons and dangbters of 
himself and bis 000 followen all 
gone Into captivity. That was one of 
the most trying times In all David's ex- 
perience^ and they all wept until they 
bad no more power to weep. The 
grief of David, almost beyond endur- 
ance, was heaped up by the threat of 
bis 000 followers to stone bim. as If be 
was the cause of all this, so that Da- 
vid seemed, as far as human sympathy 
was concerned, to be absolutely alone. 
Then we read the words wblcb have 
helpfld so many. "David encouraged 
bimself In tbe Lord bla God" ixxx. 0). 

A somewhat similar Incident in the 
life of Pinl is recorded In II Tim. iv, 
36-ia Tbe way that David found the 
enemy, tbe Amalekites. throngh tbe 
goidance of an almost dead Egyptian 
servant, whom be restored to life, and 
bow be recovered all— wives, sons, 
daogbtera. spoil, nothing lacking to 
any. and much additional spoil— Is a 
very tbriUtng record and should en- 
courage as all to <t-alt on tbe I-ord and

M. .1. Farris, Jr. of Danville, return- 
ing from Cincinnati, where he witnessed 
an inspection of horses by government 
representatives, says the demand for 
sound horses for army use is practically 
unlimited, but horses that will pass 
the rigid inspection they are subjected 
to about as scarce as hen teeth. Mr. 
Farris was tendered a contract to caval- 
ry horses, but declined on account of 
the extreme scarcity of ^horses in the 
country that come up to the specifica- 
tion required by the buying agents. 

Sam L. Hays and a number of other 
farmers of the Alieeton section of Boyle 
sold their lambs to George W. Crain, 
Jr , to go June 1 to 10, at eight cents a 
pound. 

J. W. Peek, of Turnersville. has da- 
livered to Pence & Hill, of Stanford, liis 
wool crop for the season, amounting to 
i:i5 pounds, for which he got 32 1 2 

cents a pound. His fleeces averaged 
about four i.nd a half pounds to the 
sheep. 

The value of mules and horses export- 
ed in March amounted to S861,189.U0 
more than in the same montli in 1914 

George M. Abell, of oear Bardstown. 
bought on December Hi, a Hereford 
heifer, t ipping the scales at 7^0 pounds, 
the cost tliree and one-lialf cents a 
pound, Mr. Abell sold the same cow 
last week to Joe Brown at Oc a pound, 
this time weighing 1,023 pounds. This 
cow was fed by Mr. Abeil sixty days, 
the feed consisting of cjttoaseed meal, 
corn and clover ' hay, and in that time 
gained "iSr! pounds, or an average of four 
and a fiuarter pounds a day. 

S 8. Ralls, of Sharpsbur?, sold to .1. 
F. Cook. Lexington, for a Maryland 
buyer a handsome pair of mare mules, 
three and four years old, for $600. The 
mules weighed over 3,000 lbs. and were 
16. 1 hands high and premium winners. 

Wheat at $1.10.— Mr. J. G. Cecil, of 
Banville, has sold his growing crop of 
wheat at 91. 10 per bushel. 

Big cattle Deal — Mr. Tom Bond, of 
fjawrenceburg, sold to Henry Kiiii.'hi 
and son 400 of the finest cattle ever 
fattened in Anderson county. Tliey 
averaged about 1135 pounds and brought 
7 1-4 cents per pound. A little hi;ur- 
ing will show that there was over $36,- 
000 involved in the deal. The cattle 
were slopped at the Bond & Lillard dis 
tillery near Lawrenceburg. The cattle 
were weighed up and shipped Satiutlay 
to the eastern market. 

Lambs are plentiful and growing 
well. With good grass there is no rea- 
son why this country should not have 
one of the best crops of lamlM eyer 
raised Some of the best pigs ever far- 
rowed ill the country are reported this 
lime, and they are making rapid growth 

Crop reports are showing larger ac- 
reage than ever in the history of the 
country, with good condition, but prices 
for wheat refuse to come down. Europe 
is laying in heavy supplies, and there is 
still a shortage in this commodity, al- 
though India and South America have 
followed our last harvest with supplies 
The British government has been buy- 
ing wheat in large quantities, and, i*. 
develops, without the knowledge of the 
importers into that country. 

Young animals, lambs, colts -and 
calves are thriving, streams are replen- 
ished and there seems to be nothing 
lacking for the encouragement of the 
farmers. 

A horse valued at t200, beionging to 
Roscoe Linville, near Millersburg, fell 
in a well one . day last week and was 

drowned. 

A fine walking iiorse, which was re 
cenlly sold by Mr. Lather HamHon to 
Clarence L. Kerr, of Le.xington has 
been purchased by tiie Governor of 
Maryland at a fancy price.

A gireat mtibj flocks of bens are fed 
too much. When this is the case the 
hens get hot, their muscles become 
flabby, and they do not lay well. 

Hens Which are fed liberally take 
on fat very quickly unless means to 
compel them to exercise ts famished. 

This may be accompHsbed by trow- 
ing their feed grain into litter of some 
kind where th^ must scratch It oct. 

Hens that are exercised in this way 
remain healthy and strong and lay 
regularly, unless too much grain is 
thrown Into the litter. 

Naturally, hens that are nndeifed 
will not lay, so it becomes a matter of 
importance to know just how much 
should be fed to a hen to keep her 
healthy and in laying condition. This 
matter has been tested many times 
and the conclusions do not seriously 
differ. 

In my own experience I have found 
that a Leghorn hen will maintain 
health, vigor and capacity to lay regu- 
larly on three ounces of mixed grain 
a day, with half an ounce of dried 
and ground beef scraps substltnted 
for the same weight of grain every

other day, if this be fed regularly. 
Some green feed was given at the 

same time, but this was not consld 
ered, although doubtless of value to 
the ration. On a farm, milk would be 
a good substitute for the meat. 

This ration Is for hens confined in 
yards where they cannot get any feed 
except that given to them. 

Hens at liberty do not need meat 
feed during the warm m»nths when 
insects and worms abound, nor do 
they need any green stuff of any kind 

A l.«ghorn hen needs more feed in 
proportion t- her weight than does a 
Wyandotte or Plymouth Rock. I would 
say that a good ration for one of the 
larger breeds would be four ounces of 
grain per day, with meat every other 
day, as in the case of the Leghorns. 

Hens may be fed a much larger ra 
tioh than they need, for they will eat 
as long as they can swallow — their 
craws not seeming to have any feel- 
ing of repletion. 

The properly-fed hen will lay to the 
limit of her capacity -on considerably 
less feed than is generally given. A 
good many hens do nOfe:|iS9^ 
of too liberal feeding.

Nature's Way of Freeing Fowls From 
Mitee— Little Work New Save* 
Worry Later On. 

Fowls need some kind of dnst to roll 
In, as that is nature's way of freeina 
them from, mites. Road dust is the best 
of all, and the fowls seem to like <t 
best. It requires only a little time to 
wheel in a few-barrels and dump it in 
some dry place for winter's use. Then 
arrange a frame about six inches deep 
and three feeUequare and keep it filled 
with the dust. 

Arrange the ftttme in a sunny place, 
as the fowls seem to like a bright spot 
when dusting. If a bath of this kind is 
provided, one need never fear mites of 
any kind. Coal aabes are also good. 
Wood aabes should never be used, as 
the lye often irritates the akin, but 
fowls enjoy picking over them for 
stray biu of charcoal. A little work 
now will save lots of yoiry later on.

A passenger conductor of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio railroad writes 
to Hon* Fred O. Blue, state tax com- 
missioner of West Virginia, as fol- 
lows: "I was doubtful, as was every- 
body else, as to the effect such a law 
would have. I must confess that the 
immediate ettect has been almost be- 
yond belief. We have now passed 
several pay days and Saturdays, and 
there has been abaolntely no drinking 
worth mentlonlas, and where I had to 
endure personal risk in fist encounters 
almost every week to seetire order 
from some drunks, I noy handle even 
larger crowds with comp«ratiT« eaae. 
The 'women and children hre now trav- 
eling, partly on the money that was 
spent for booze and partly because 
they are not afraid to travel. The re- 
sults seem too good to last, but if all 
the officers of the law keep after it, I 
see no reason why things shall not be 
even better as time goes on. This Is 
a pretty unqualified Indorsement for 
a railroad conductor who has been up 
against the world and a rough part 
cf the world for 30 years, but I feel 
that the changed conditions war- 
rant it." 

The following was received from a 
large coal operator of the state: 
"I never in my life saw such a great 
improvement in the way of behavior\ 
and manly conduct as on the passenger 
train of the Cabin Creek branch of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio ^nee whisky 
ceased to be a merchandiaing proposi- 
tion in our state. Further, I notice 
with great pleasure that'* large por- 
tion of our men who used to go out to 
get whisky are now spending this 
time with their families or at the T. 
M. C. A., and a portion of the money 
which originally went for whisky is 
now going toward the eatertainment 
of their families, which means untold 
pleastires for the children." 

Mr. Blue concludes his report with 
this statement: "Such letters from 
men In touch with the practical, every- 
day life speak with more convincing 
power than anything I can say."
